This statement made 
by 
State 


Labor Commissioner L. P. McCor- 
mack is apiopos for Labor day. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 
"The change in 


the last few years has been wonder- 
ful. 
I believe there are trades—at 


least one—in which there has been as 
much at a 40 per cent, advance in 
wages. The window glass manufac- 
turers claim 42 per cent, advance 
since 1894. 
Of couise. this 
is 
a 


veiy gieat exception. But through 
all of the skilled trades, and with the 
common laborers and 
with 
farm 


hands, there has been a very satis- 
factory increase, which would prob- 
ably have been greater in the last 
year hnd it not been for the organi- 
zation of tiusts, whose purpose in 
some cases, at least, was ostensibly 
to offset the wage earner's demands. 
The opportunity to earn a wage and 
to eain a steady one, which is after 
all as important, if not more so, than 
the size of the wage, has increased 
incredibly. I venture the assertion 
that there is not a man n Indiana 
who cannot get work of some kind. 


COMMON LABOR'S PROGRESS. 
"For the first time in a great many 


years common laboiers are 
being 


sought instead of having to do the 
seeking. I am a member of the In- 
dianapolis Federation of Labor. 
I 


sat in their meeting last week and 
heard the trades called. There were 
fifty-two different unions represent- 
ed. Everyone of them reported fair 
to good—the moat the latter—except 
one. 
The representatives 
of 
the 


stage hands' unioa reported 
poor 


business. This can be accounted for, 
I should judge, because it is their 
off season. Unlike larger cities, all 
of Indianapolis' theaters are closed 
during the summer months. 
These 


reports coverad everything—demand 
for workers, work to be had, wages 
paid and the feeling existing between 
employe and employer. I judge this 
is a fair criterion of wage conditions 
in the cities of Indiana." 


STRIKES INCREASE WAGES. 
Mr. McCormnck has been busy 


with strikes. There are a great many 
small ones over the state at present. 
He said: "Strikes, as a means of se- 
cuiing increase of wages, are now 
most common. 
Among the glass- 


woikfrs this means has been taken. 
There have been several 
strikes 


among them. The result is that they 
have invauably won. At Evausville 
they got a raise of 50 cents on the 
day; at Marion, Monticello and Jef- 
fersonville. 25 cents a day. The in- 
crease gained at other points has; 
been less, but at the same time quite 
material. I cite this one trade sim- 
ply as an example of the strikes we 
have to settle now, and the results 
wnich almost invariably attend the 
demands of labor. Employeis, and 
especially manufacturers, are not the 
hogs they are often pictured by 
walking delegates. 
As a general 


thing, in Indiana, they are advanc- 
ing the wages of the woikers volun- 
tarily in proportion to their bettered 
profits in business . All of the glass, 
the iion and steel, the construction 
industries have thus recognized and 
honored laboi in the last year. Car- 
penteis, plasterers, painteis have 


Statistics recently complied on six- j 


teen of the leading industries of the 
state showed the average wage of 
those industries to be $2.09 a day. 
It will now probably show $8.15 for 
the same industries, while the num- 
ber of men employed will foot up al- 
most double. Statistics recently com- 
piled on farm labor showed an aver- 
age of $13.85 a mortb, with $30 as 
maximum and $9 minimum. Ac- 
cording to State Labor Commissiouei 
McCormack, however, this has been 
very greatly improved during the 
harvest season now on. In many lo- 
calities farm hands have been com- 
manding a great premium. 


GROWTH OF UNIONISM. 


"One of the most encouraging 


signs to me," said Mr. McCormack. 
"is the strengthening of unionism 
and what seems to be a dawn of 
union conservatism taking mastery 
over the walking agitator and the 
radical measures which have in the 
past seemed to have universal sway. 
In these days, when capital is con- 
centrating and trust and combine are 
born with almost every day, it is 
necessary that the wage earner have 
his alliance and that it be formid- 
able. Unionism has suffered since 
1892 very greatly, and probably de- 
servedly so, because of the wild, ram 
pant manner in which most of them 
were conducted. A perverted idea of 
the function of unionism and the best 
way to carry a point seemed to be 
ruled by that dogged determination 
which is generally characteristic of 
biute force. 
The conditions sur- 


rouding the employer were ignored, 
demands were made, ears were closed 
and the result was that many became 
disgusted with unionism because ol 
the way it was bulldozed through. 


"Of course this was not the case 


with all union organizations, but the 
good, conservative ones suffered be 
cause of the rashness of the radicals 
Unionism, the same as everything 
else, needs the backing of public 
opinion -nd wh»n th"t is lost th< 
effect of the strikes is often lost. Thi 
awakening of the union spirit is be 
ing attended with good results. Tin 
errors of the past have been reflected 
upon duiing the years in which un 
ionism has suffered somewhat of n 
prostration, the result of the panic o 
'93. Though not so great display at 
tends it, there is probably strong-e: 
union ties in Indiana today than a 
any time in the past and the indi 
vidual unions are stronger." 


WEEKLY PAYMENT LAW. 


The state labor commission is now 


making a determined effort to en 
force the weekly pay law enacted b> 
the last legislature. 
This law re 


Quires that .all companies, manufac 
turing or otherwise, except those en 
gaged in interstate commerce, shal 
pay employes once every sevan days 
Many large manufacturing establish 
meiits have been paying but once 
month, few have paid oftener thai 
every two weeks, others have paid— 
as they termed it—"whenever they 


pleased." There is 
a gen 


eral opposition on the part of the em 
ployers against complying with th 
new law, most of them giving a 
their reason that it would increas 
office forces and expenses. In larg 
concerns the use of the money fo 
one month is worth something. Th 
workers have been demanding tha 
the state force payment by the new 
law and several prosecutions hav 
been begun. The commission is als 
enforcing, by prosecution, the anti 
child labor law, which does not pel 
mit children of less than sixteen 
yeais to work in factories and, in 
connection with the compulsory edu 
cation law, requires them to be in 
school.

It is a treatment called 
to the attention of the academy of 
medicine by Dr. Mendel, and consists 
of the daily injection into the bron 
cHal tubes of essence of eucalptus 
thyme and cinnamon, held in solu- 
tion in olive oil. The oil in descend- 
ing slowly comes into contact with 
the walls of the tube and uppei 
lungs. 
The gas set free saturates 


the air in the lungs, and acts on the 
mucous membrane. In sixteen cases 
treated, after one or two weeks, there 
was in all a lessening or complete 
cessation of the cough and expecto- 
ration, as well as a return of sleep, 
appetite and strength.

Thirty-first volunteer infantry, re- 
cruited from Indiana, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and West Virginia, 
and the Thirty-fourth volunteer in- 
fantry, from Colorado, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Indian territory, Oklahoma 
and Minnesota, are in camp awaiting 
transportation, as are also some 350 
recruits for regular commands in the 
Philippines. Thrse other of the new 
volunteer regiments and a troop of 
regular cavalry are expected to come 
into camp at the Presidio from the 
east within the next few days. 


THE RELIEF NOT USELESS. 


San Francisco, Sept. 4.—The hos- 


pital ship Belief, according to gov- 
ernment officials here, will not be 
made useless by her condemnation 
by the inspectors of hulls and boilers. 
She will sail for Manila about Sep- 
tember 15 and will carry her force 
of Burgeons end nurses. At Manila 
she will serve as a permanent float- 
ing hospital in the bay. 


THE FILIPINOS DISTRESSED. 


Manila, Sept. 4.—Many Spanish 


prisoners arc escaping from the Fili- 
pinos and bringing into the Ameri- 
can lines stoties of hard treatment. 
They agree that the Filipinos are ex- 
ceedingly short of rations and that 
a large section of their troops is re- 
duced to, the use of .home-made black 
powder. 


The natives are trying every 


scheme to get food and munitions 
from Manila. Daily arrests are made 
for attempts to smuggle contraband 
of war through the American lines. 
In one case a cnsco with a cargo of 
bamboo poles was overhauled and the 
poles were found to be full of rice. 


The insurgents have a wholesome 


respect for the British on account of 
several-threat? of British warships to 
bombard their towns unless 
the 


rights of British subjects are re- 
spected. 


Two British vessels, the Lacson 


and the Nero, were driven by stress 
of weather into the harbor of Dagu- 
pah, the northern terminus of the 
Dagupan railway., The crews were 
imprisoned, but on their protesting 
that they were British subjects the 
'insurgent authorities permitted one 
man, Edwards, to come to Manila, 
promising to release the crew of the 
Lascon if Edwards secured from the 
British consul at Manila a statement 
establishing the nationality of the 
crew. A similar concession was made 
to the crew of the Nero. 


Edwards says he

American prisoners, who were hettei 
fed than the Spaniards or the Fili- 
pino soldiers." Moreover, they were 
not compelled to work, as the Span- 
ish prisoners are. 


A force of native police have begun 


to patrol the city of Manila, co- 
operating with the provost guard 
whose lack of knowledge of the lan- 
guage and the resorts of native crim- 
inals had given many opportunities 
for burglary, an industry which has 
been flourishing of late.

force includes many members of th 
old force and some insurgents whi 
had grown tired of fighting. It ha 
already done good work in runninj 
down native criminals.

WAGES ARE GOOD IN INDIANA. 


CONDITIONS OF ALL CLASSES OF 


LABOR IMPROVED. 


Steady and Marked Increase of Pay 


in Yarious Mechanical Lines 


—Strikes Won. 


Anderson, Ind., Sept. 4.—"The con- 


dition of labor in Indiana is better 
today tham it has been at any time 
in the last ten years. Wages have 
advanced an average of 10 per cent, 
or more in the last year, the oppor- 
tunity to earn a wage has increased 
at least 25 per cent, in the same time 
nnd unionism is getting; back 
to 


where it formerly was. 
Strikes to- 


dfiy differ from those of the last few 
years. 
They were to prevent wages 


n being lowered. 
Today they are 


to advance wages. 
Furthermore, 


with hardly an exception, fche strik- 
ers are gaining their point, or 
at 


least an advantage. 
I would say 


the labor conditions are better ill In- 
diana today than at any time since 
1802." 


This statement made 
by 
State 


Labor Commissioner L. P. McCor- 
mnck is apropos for Labor day. Con- 
tinuing1, he said: 
"The change 


the last few years has been wonder- 
ful. 
I believe there are trades—at 


least one—in which there has been as 
much as a 40 per cent, advance in 
wages. The window glass manufac- 
turers claim 42 per cent, adva 
since 1804. 
Of course, this 
is 


very great exception. 
But through 


all of the skilled trades, and with the 
common laborers and 
with 
farm 


hands, there has been a very satis- 
factory increase, which would prob- 
ably nave been greater in the Insl 
year had it not been for the organi- 
zation of trusts, whose purpose in 
some cases, nt lonst. was ostensibly 
to offset the wage earner's demands, 
The opportunity to earn a wage and 
to earn a steady one. which is after 
all as important, if not more so, than 
the size of the wage, has increased 
incredibly. 
I venture the assertion 


that there is not a man n Indiana 
who cannot get work of some kind. 


COMMON LABOR'S PROGRESS. 
"For the first time in a great mniiy 


years common laborers are 
being 


sought instead of having to do the 
seeking. 
I am a member of the In- 


dianapolis Federation of Labor. 
I 


sut in their meeting last week ant 
heard the trades called. There were 
fifty-two different unions represent- 
ed. Everyone of them reported fail 
to good—the moat the latter—except 
one. 
The representatives 
of 
the 


stage hands' union reported 
pooi 


business. This can be accounted for 
I should judge, because it is their 
off season. Unlike larger cities, al 
of Indianapolis' theaters are closed 
during the summer months. 
These 


reports covered everything—demand 
for workers, work to be had, wages 
paid and the feeling existing between 
employe and employer. I judge this 
is a fair criterion of wage conditions 
in the cities of Indiana." 


STRIKES INCREASE WAGES. 
Mr. McCarmack has been busy 


with strikes. There are a great many 
small ones over the state at present 
He said: "Strikes, ns a means of se- 
curing increase of wages, are now 
most common. Among tho glass- 
workers this means has been tnkei 
There have been several 
strikes 


among them. The result is that they 
have invariably won. At Evansville 
they got a raise of 50 cents on thi 
day; nt Marion, Monticello and Jef- 
fersonville, 25 cents a day. 
The in 


crease gained nt other points has 
been less, but at the same time quite 
material. I cite this one trade sim- 
ply as an example of the strikes we 
have to settle now, and the results 
wnich almost invariably attend the 
demands of labor. 
Employers, and 


especially manufacturers, 'arc not the 
hogs they nre often pictured 
by 


walking delegates. 
As a genera 


thing, in Indiana, they are advanc- 
ing the wages of the workers volun- 
tarily in proportion to their bettered 
profits in business . All of the glass 
the iron and steel, the construction 
industries have thus recognized nnd 
honored labor in the last year. Car- 
pentei s, plasterers, 
painters have 


been advanced as a rule. 
Masons 


have not, for their wages did not fall 
when the panic swept everything. 
There has been nn advance in the 
wages of machinists, but none with 
xvoodworkers, except those employed 
in the Singer Sewing Machine case 
plants at South Bend- They were ad- 
vanced over 10 per cent. 
Car build- 


ers and ship builders have benn ad- 
vanced 10 per cent. 
With common 


labor it is difficult to say. 
Probably 


wages have not advanced greatly, 
but with them the opportunity to 
earn a wage has been greatest nnd 
they are able to work from Monday 
morning to Saturday night. This is 
a great thing for any worker. 
A 


man can spend in Idleness in two 
days all he has earned in four work 
dnys. 
When he is employed those 


two days lie saves a»d earns at the 
same time. For that reason I would 
sny that railroaders and all classes 
of workers, even working nt the same 
wage they received in less active 
times, arc receiving n very great ad- 
vance because of their opportunity 
to put in every hour and extra ones 
at etra pay." 


Statistics recently compiled on six- 


:een of the leading industries of the 
state showed the average wage of 
those industries to be $2.09 a day. 
!t will now probably show $2.15 for 
the same industries, while the num- 
ber of men employed will foot up nl- 


.ost double. Statistics recently com- 
iled on farm labor showed tin aver- 


age of $13.85 n month, with $30 ns 
maximum and $9 minimum. Ac- 
cording to State Labor Commissioner 
McCormnck, however, this has been 
•ery greatly improved during 
the 


Harvest season now on. In many lo- 
calities farm hands have been com- 
manding a great premium. 


GROWTH OF UNIONISM. 


•One of the most 
encouraging 


signs to me," said Mr. McCormack, 
"is the strengthening of unionism 
and what seems to be a dawn of 
union conservatism taking mastery 
over the walking agitator and the 
•adical measures which have in the 
past seemed to have universal sway. 
In these days, when capital is con- 
centrating and trust and combine are 
born with almost every day, it is 
necessary that the wnge earner have 
his alliance and that it be formid- 
able. Unionism has suffered 
since 


1892 very greatly, and probably de- 
servedly so, because of the wild, ram- 
pant manner in which most of them 
were conducted. A perverted idea of 
the function of unionism and the best 
way to carry a point seemed to be 
ruled by that dogged determination 
which is generally characteristic of 
brute 
force. 
The conditions su 


rouding the employer were ignored, 
demands were made, ears were closed 
and the result was that many became 
disgusted with unionism because ol 
the way it was bulldozed through. 


"Of course this was not the case 


with nil union organizations, but the 
good, conservative ones suffered be- 
cause of the rashness of the radicals 
Unionism, the same as everything 
else, needs the backing of public 
opinion ?.ncl when thr.t is lost the 
effect of the strikes is often lost. Thi 
awakening of the union spirit is be 
ing attended with good results. The 
errors of the past have been reflected 
upon during the years in which un- 
ionism has suffered somewhat of r. 
prostration, the result of the panic oi 
'03. Though not so great display at- 
tends it. there is probably strongei 
union ties in Indiana today than n 
nny time in the past and the indi 
vidual unions are stronger." 


WEEKLY PAYMENT LAW. 


The state labor commission is now 


making a determined effort to en 
force the -weekly pay law enacted b; 
the Inst legislature. 
This law re 


quires that «11 companies, mnnufac 
turing or otherwise, except those eu 
gaged in interstate commerce, shal 
pay employes once every sevon days 
Many large manufacturing establish 
ments have been paying but once t 
month, few have paid oftener thai 
every two weeks, others have paid— 
as they termed it—"whenever they 


pleased.'* There is 
n gen 


ernl opposition on the part of the em 
ployers against complying with the 
new law, most of them giving nu 
their reason that it would increase 
office forces nnd expenses. In large 
concerns the use of the money foi 
one month is worth something-. The 
workers have been demanding tha 
the state force payment by the new 
Inw and several prosecutions have 
been begun. The commission is also 
enforcing, by prosecution, the nnti 
child labor law, which does not per 
mlt children of less than sixteen 
years to work in factories and, in 
connection with the compulsory edu 
cation law, requires them to be in 
school.

If 
independence, the new 


government elected will be recog- 
lized by the United States nnd will 
be given encouragement and every 
ipportunity to establish its stability, 
if annexation, the president will he 


•verned by the sentiment of Ameri- 


can citizens ns it may then exist. 


Porto Rico—Civil government of 


he territorial form, similar to thai 
which prevails in Arizona. 


Hawaii—Territorial form of gov- 


ernment, ns recommended by the 
Hawaiian commission and as pro- 
vided for in a measure now pending 
n congress. 


Future discussions with his cnbine 


may change somewhat the presi- 
dent's views as to the form of civi 
jovernmont best suited to meet the 
Philippine situation, hut at present 
the commission iden predominates 
Professor Schurmnii, president of tl; 
peace commission, is understood to 
favor this kind of control. 


It is appreciated that it will be 


some years before the islands arc 
ripe for even a territorial form oi 
government such as is proposed foi 
Port Rico, so that control by com 
missioners, much the same ns in tin 
District of Columbia, is deemed s 
happy substitute for a military gov 
eminent and a safe and simple mean 
of control preliminary to the estab 
Hshmeiit of a territorial form of gov 
eminent when it may bo possible t 
give the natives generally tho righ 
of suffrage. 


The plan under consideration con 


templates three commissioners, on 
an army officer to have charge of fis 
cal affairs, another a naval officer t 
have control of customs, and tli 
third a leading Filipino of legal ex 
perience, to look after the judiciary 
all three to be appointed by the pros 
ident nnd confirmed by the senate. 


Further details contemplate glvin 


the Filipinos a voice in all municipa 
affairs and the most liberal self-gov 
ernnicnt possible.
